LONDON. — Israel's secret ser 
vice hag recently been supplying 
information to Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia, according to a long study 
of Middle Bast trtelligence organi- 
cations in today's “Daily Tele- 
graph” magazine. 

The author, Ἐς Εἰ. Cookridge, says 
that Israeli sources learnt of Lib- 
ya's plan to build a wall of fortifi- 
cations in a disputed oil-rich area 
on the frontier with Egypt, and

°T.A. can’t 
eradicate 
slums alone’

TEL AVIV. — This city has no 
chance whatever to clear ita slums 
unless the problem is tackled'on a 
regional basis, according to Deputy 
Mayor Perez Unikovsky. He main- 
tained yesterday that it is a prob- 
Jem not unique to any one muni- 
cipality and cannot he solved 
within any single city. 

Unikovsky, who holds the build- 
ing portfolio, explained that Tel 
Aviv lacks the land reserves to 
put up housing for the estimated 
12,006 families, or 60,000 persons, 
who should be moved from their 
present substandard d 
Available land could at most suf- 
fice for an additional 6,000 housing 
units, he said. 

In addition Unikovaky slated 
that the government-city Halamish 
Bousing Company, which is reapon- 
gible for glum clearance, has been 
affected by ‘severe budget cuts. Tt 
will be able to provide sbowt 800 
housing solutions in «the 1977-78 
fiscal year, instead of the pre- 
viously envisioned 1,200 to 1,600, 
he said, 
“While we are thus limited by 
physical and financial factors, our 
slum population keeps growing,” 
Unikovaky continued. “People from 
around the country continue to 
move to-the big’ city to seck their 
fortune. This problem’ should not

Cohen appealed to the 
District Court on the grounds that 
such high bail was tantamount to 
imprisonment.

— Basi d’Oliviera, one 
of England's outstanding post-war 
ericketera, is due in Israel early in 
October to conduct country-wide 
eoaching courses and play with 
London’s touring Harrow Cricket 
Club against local sides. 

Cape Town-born d’Ollveira, 45, a 
free-scorlng batsman and effective 
medlum-pace or off-break bowler, 
joined Worcestershire in 1964 after 
8. spell in- the Lancashire league. 
Two years later he won the first 
of his nearly 50 ‘Test caps for 
England. 

The popular coloured player, who 
is alao an experienced coach, has 
eight times scored more than 1,000 
rung in a season, with o career 
best of 227 against Yorkshire in 
1014, While with Worcester, his 
skill as an all-rounder was a ma- 
jor factor in the club twice win- 
ming the county championship and 
achleving numerous successes in 
the one-day game. In 1969, he was 
awarded the OBE for his services 
to cricket. 

DOlivelra’'s two-week coaching 
assignment has been .approved by 
the International Cricket Confer- 
ence (ICC) which in 1974 spon- 
gored Israel's successful applica- 
tion for assoclate membership.

Yugoslavia, however, along with 
Italy, remains in contention for 
Class B medal play, like Canada and 
Cuba in Class A. 

In other games, Italy took the 
measure of Czechoslovakia, 79-69;

Australia edged Mexico, 120-117 in 
overtime, and Puerto Rico 
registered a 2-0 forfeit win over 
Egypt, which has withdrawn from 
the games. 

In the women’s hoop competition, 
the Russians, undefeated in two con- 
tests, are the clear favourites to win 
the gold medal. This is the first time 
women's basketball has been added 
te the Olympic Games.

MONTREAL. — South Africa was 
expelied yesterday from the Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic Federa- + 
tion (LAAF) for practising racial dis- 
crimination in athletics. 

‘Delegates at the IAAF congress 
voted by 227 to 145 in favour of the 
resolution, which had been 
presented by the Soviet Union, 

Senegal and Sudan. 

The decision means that South’ 
Africa will be unable to take part in 
athletics events of any sort against 
foreign rivals. For the past six years 
they have been subject to a partial 
ban which limited them to overseas 
tours by individual competitors. 

After the vote was announced, 
Professor Hannea Botha, President 


‘of the South African Amateur 


Athletic Union (SAAAU), said: 
“This will be a setback for our boys 
and girls at home. We shall have to 
find other incentives for them. Even 
now, when we've been unable to take 
part at match level, we had 30 
athletes who reached the Montreal 
Olympic qualifying standards. But 
without any outside contact it will be 
even more difficult in future."

High-stepping 
good-time Charlies 


DONALD MCKAYLE, who 
choreographed “Album Leaves," 
premiered by the Batsheva Dance 
Company at the Jerusalem Theatre 
this week, once wrote: ‘‘People 
come to the theatre to be moved or 
entertained. They do not come to be 
lectured, perplexed by perversity, or 
bored by tedious obscurities, πὸ 
matter how sincerely felt."" Every 
dancer should paste up this com- 
ment over his daily practice barre. 
“Album Leaves” was a highly 
entertaining glimpse of manners and 
mores in America at an earlier 
period in this century. The scene was 
nostalgically set by Ya'acov Agor's 
blown-up slides of snapshots of a 
drunken flapper and two escorts, of 8, 
Serer ele tatesuated belle, of 
a beach athlete, of high-stepping 
good-time Charlies — that came to 
life one by one to jazz tunes by Ferdl- 
nand "Jelly Roll" Morton. 
McKayle skilfully staged in each 
vignette not only ἃ charming little 
dance, but he also managed to create 
character sketches and situations 
with unexpected clever by-play. 
Most appealing was Roger Briant as 
ἃ muscle-strutting show-off in a 
atriped bathing suit. While the whole 
cast gave a spirited performance, 
the Batsheva dancers: unfortunate- 
ly revealed once again that they lack 
an understant and proper style 
for Jazz dance. If they want to do 
justice to this imported American 
expression, they must give it more 
serious attention. : 
Anna Sokolow's new work ‘Poem 
of Eostasy" was moving at times in 
its ebb and flow of emotions lyrically 
danced by Rina Schenfeld and Derek 
Linton. This black-and-purple 


romantic duet did not succeed, 
however, in holding its own under 


the full weight of Scriabin’s 


orchestral tone poem. I never ex- 


overshadowed, but in this case 
neither she nor Linton nor Sokolow's 
subtle phrases (in dim, flickering 
lights) made enough of an impres- 
sion to sustain the long dance.

HARVEY D. WOLINETZ 


IN THE 18 OLYMPIC Games held 
since 1896, over 100 Jewish athletes, 
representing nearly 20 countries, 
have won over 250 Gold, Silver and 
Bronze medals in various classes of 
competition. Of this number, a few 
have been honoured on stamps. 

In 1972, the Central Africa 
Republic issued a stamp honouring a 
former U.8. track star, Meir Prins- 
tein. This great athlete won a Silver.

in Paris. He also won Gold medals in 
1904, in St. Louis, Mo, and at a 
special Olympiad held in Athens in 


Helen Mayer represented Germany 
in fencing at the 1932 Olympics held 
in San Franciaco, Ca. After the games, 
she refused to return to ber native 
country becduse it was coming un- 
der Nazi domination. The 1936 
Olympic.Games were held in Berlin, 
and the fencing champion was asked 
to represent Germany. She agreed to 
do so only on the condition that her 
father would be allowed to im- 
migrate to America.

Sanbar as Governor of the Bank of Israel in October gives 
cause to wonder whether the reason for his refusal to request 
a second term has been taken to heart. ’ 

The problem that was revealed during Sanbar's five years 
in office is that the position of Governor needs buttressing.

In order to do that effectively, one of two alternatives must 
prevail. Either he should enjoy a certain immunity, like a 
judge — so that he can make himself unpopular with the 
politicians and get away with it —- or else the post of Gov- 
ernor should be awarded to a person with sufficient standing 
in the hierarchy of power to make his voice heard, whether 
the politicians like it or not. 

Mr. Sanbar is an accomplished civil servant and an expert 
economist; he is not a party leader. If hig resignation has 
been accepted, it is because the authorities recognize that, 
as he himself insists, appointments to this post must be handled . 
differently. 

Another civil servant or bank official may be nominated for 
the succession. In that case he should be given a 10-year 
tenure, so that he can feel properly independent. Alternatively 
a top figure in the political hierarchy could be chosen — 
persons whose names have been mentioned like Haim Zadok, 
or Haim Gvati, or perhaps Yehoshua Rabinowitz himself, if 
he decides (as rumour has it) to retire from the Finance 

In the event, neither option is being adopted. The personal- 
ities in view to take over from Sanbar are individuals of the 
game ilk; men with skilla and experience but with no power- 
base. And they will be offered the same limiting term of 
office as before. 

They will, of course, hit up inst the same obstacles, with 
one of two results. If they fight, they will be broken. If they 
give in, the function of the central i

The controlling body in sport is the 
State Committee on Sport, and its 
importance can be seen in the fact 
that its chairman reports directly to 
the Prime Minister. This committee 
is primarily charged with develop- 
ing an elite of professional 
sportsmen to represent the USSR 
abroad — using special treatment 
and incentives for the purpose. 

It is common knowledge, of 
course, that technically speaking, 
professianals are not allowed ta com- 
pete in the Olympics or any other in- 
ternational amateur event. This, 
However, is no problem for the Soviet 
authorities. Its professionals are 
registered as workers, students, 


“engineers, scientists and so forth. 


But the sporting Soviet ‘‘worker'’ 
wouldn't dare touch a lathe, and the 
“engineer" wouldn't know how to 
handle the slide-rule. For their true 
profession is, simply, sport. 

These people visit their factory or 
office twice 2 month, but only to pick 
up their salaries. The best of them 
don't even have to bother this much, 
as their salaries are transferred 
directly to their bank accounts. 


Unequal starting positions 


The Soviet (and East European) athletes who compete in the Olympic events 
in Montreal are professionals who masquerade as amateurs, says SHIMON 
MELLEM, showing how the Kremlin subsidizes its army of sportsmen fo: 
competition abroad. 


Their pay is equivalent to an 
average Soviet salary, but it is 
neither the only nor the largest com- 
ponent of their income. 

There are seven grades of achieve- 
ment in Soviet sport, and those in the 
three highest receive extensive 
benefits from the state. The fifth 
level ia called Master of Sport; the. 


sixth, Master of Sport in an Inter- 
national Class; and the seventh, 
Honoured Master of Sport. Their 
benefits include a monthly bonus for 
so-called ‘intensified nutrition’ to 
the tune of 150 per cent of an average 
Toonthly salary. The state also 
covers thelr travelling expenses and 
pays for their sport equipment and
